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LEAGUE ORGANIZED IN NEW YORK TO FOS- 
TER PERSONAL LIBERTY. 

Work In Opposition to Efforts of Professional Re- 
formers Who Seek Defeat of Gittins Bill At 
Albany Next Month Is Entered Upon. 



New York. August 25. — Tn the interest of fairer 
and better government and for the purpose of foster- 
ing personal Iil>erty a new league bus been formed. 
It is known as the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Mutual 
Assistance League and is a direct outcome of the 
growing disposition to enact blue laws such as the 
Hart-Agnew measure, and its various amendments 
that have so effectually killed off the racing of thor- 
oughbreds throughout the State of New York. Both 
merchants and farmers have come to a realization 
of what has been lost with the loss of racing, and 
the name has been aptly chosen for the league. 

While the professional reformers have been busy- 
ing themselves distributing colored literature urging 
the defeat of the Gittins bill at Albany next month, 
this league has been doing some work of its own 
in presenting to the people sound reasons why the 
law should prevail. A little brochure is being 'Widely 
distributed setting forth reasons why the law should 
be passed, and each day there are many new names 
added to the league as a result. Judge Mirabeau L. 
Towns is quoted at length. 

Mr. Towns remarked that Governor Dix was really 
elected by Republicans, and that these included thou- 
sands of small shopkeepers and others who are in- 
terested in racing, who are all in favor of the Git- 
tins bill. Judge Towns said: 

“The best proof of this is that Senator Agnow. 
Ihe father of the Hart-Agnew bills, lost his own 
district by S.OOp votes, making his campaign on his 
niiti-raciug bill, so you see what his own people 
thought of it after they had a taste of it. The rest 
of the state feels the same way. 

“Racing of itself is harmless and good. It in- 
fduces jieople to keep in the open air ami stimulates 
fctlie breeding of tine liorses. As people will bet in 
g’Hjol rooms, why not give them a chance to see the 
liorses run? If racing is cut off entirely the wealthy 
siiortsmen. who have fortunes involved, will seek 
some other country, to race in.’’ 

Liberal quotations are made from various publi- 
cations. and the harm that has been done by reason 
of no racing has lieen set forth clearly. 

For president the league has Jerome B. Rice, who 
is also president of the Cambridge Valley County 
Fair Association. Its vice-president is E. Rollins 
Morse of the Union Club, New York. George C. 
Reynard of 149 Broadway, New York. is secretary 
and treasurer, and M. S. Wilson of Saratoga is the 
assistant secretary and treasurer, with George F. 
Shevlin, also of Saratoga, the assistant treasurer. 

ANACONDA OPENING IS AUSPICIOUS. 

Representative Crowd of Fully Three Thousand

Anaconda. Mont.. August 25. — A representative I 
crowd of fully 3.000, the largest attendance ever I 
seen at the races here, was present at today’s open- 
ing of the Anaconda Jockey Club’s meeting. It 
was* eloquent of the popularity which racing has 
attained in this section. Although the program 
offered was an ordinary one. the contests were inter- 
esting throughout. Two favorites and two well 
backed second choices were returned winners, en- 
abling the public to breath about even. 

Ten books, a record for this track, drew in. Among 
the layers were Joe and George Rose. Fred Cook. 
B. McNutt, (ins Blum and E. G. Soule. They 
found speculation brisk, although not profitable to 
an appreciable extent. 

Billy Myer attracted extensive support in the last 
race, but was jmorly ridden by jockey Buxton and 
finished among the also runs. 

Selling race hostilities developed to a lively degree, 
W. S. Heath being the most active. He hid up 
Electric $2<ni and Helena $100. The run-up of Helen a 
provoked W. B. Carson into bidding up Tommy Mc- 
Gee, which carried tin* Bedwell colors to victory in 
the closing race. All of t lie liorses hkl up were re- 
tained by their respective owners.

— M. C. Prichard’s Spell- 
bound. a candidate for the D. B. I. & W. Ferry 
Handicap, to he run on the opening day of tin* Wind- 
sor autumn meeting, met with an accident at the 
track across the river Wednesday that may prevent 
him from starting in the stake on Monday. The 
big gelding was working for tin* race when he 
collided witli Henderson A Hogan’s Alamitos. which 
was being schooled at the harrier. The force of the 
collision was so terrific that it knocked Spellbound 
almost fiat, while the Henderson A Hogan colt had 
liis neck broken and was immediately destroyed. 
It was thought that SpelllMunul had received serious 
injury, but he walked back to the stable and showed 
no signs of lameness this morning. 

First Aid. a two-year-old that M. C. Prichard has 
tinder lease from Barney Selirciber, lias failed to 
run up to tin* promise of fast yearling trials and 
it lias developed that he is suffering with an ailing 
knee. This colt worked an eighth in 11 seconds last 
year.

Downs September 10 — C. P. Lamar Coming from 
British Columbia — Horses for Hawthorne. 



ONE OF ENGLAND’S GREATEST RACES. 



Short Account of the Running of the Eclipse Stakes 
at Sandown Park, Near London. 



Last year Sandown Park’s famons $50,000 race, 
the Eclipse Sakes, resulted in a dead heat between 
Lemberg anil Neil Gow at the end of a tremendous 
struggle, ami the rich prize was divided, the owner 
of each horse receiving $21,925. There was no such 
exciting termination this year, for Swynford defeated 
Lemberg even more decisively than he had previously 
done in the Princess of Wales Stakes at the New- 
market First July meeting. Naturally, in the case 
of a race of such great value, there was prior to its 
running much discussion of the event, ami the fol- 
lowing interesting history of its running appeared in 
London Sporting Life: 

“When a race of the great value of 10.0<X> pounds 
was first projected, it was universally assumed that 
it would annually bring together most, if not all. 
of the equine cracks in training at the time of its 
decision. 

“In the case of the Eclipse Stakes, the first and 
by far the most popular of the “ten thousand pound- 
ers,” this assumption has been abundantly justified. 
The race has very rarely fallen to even a moderate 
performer, and its list of past winners includes 
many of the greatest of equine celebrities. 

“Seven times, including Lemberg’s dead beat last 
season, it has fallen to a Derby hero, the others liav- 
iug been Ayrshire (1S89), Isiuglass (1894), Persim- 
mon (1897), Flying Fox (1809), Diamond Jubilee 
(1900). and Aril Patrick (1903), and Derby winners 
like Cicero, Common and I*adas have run for it and 
failed. It has also been won by such exceptional 
animals as the versatile Bendigo, the brilliant but 
wayward Surefoot. the French cracks, Le Justicier 
and Yal d’Or, the gallant St. Frusquin, the eminently 
useful Velasquez, that remarkable gelding Epsom 
Lad, the mighty Bayardo, and the speedy and hand- 
some Lnlly. The Eclipse Stakes has indeed made 
history during its abort career, and no great race 
has a superior record for exciting incident or the 
quality of the animals that have contested it. 

“Unpleasant climatic conditions marred the bril- 
liance of the first Eclipse Stakes on Friday, July 
23, 1886. hut the value of the race had attracted 
such widespread astonishment as to bring a great 
concourse to the beautiful Esher enclosure in spite 
of heavy and persistent rain. The meeting of Ben- 
digo and St. Gatien. too. was a sporting attraction 
hardly to be excelled, Tom Cannon being seen on 
Mr. Barclay’s famous black-brown six-year-old. and 
Charles Wood on the white-legged chestnut, St. Ga- 
tien. one of the recognized champions of liis time. 
Bendigo was favorite, at 6 to 4, St. Gatien next best 
at 9 to 4, and they finished first and third, the 
three-year-old Candlemas intervening. Gay Hermit 
was fourth. Fra Iliavolo fifth and Miss Jummy — 
that season’s Oaks winner — next. Bendigo, whose 
only race it was that year, won easily, hut it is 
likely enough that he was somewhat lucky to catch 
St. tJatien a little off color. 

“There was no race in 1887. hut it was revived in 
1888, when the late Duke of Westminster supplied 
the winner and runner-up in Orbit and Ossory. T. 
Cannon, Sr., rode the winner, and T. Cannon, Jr., 
the second; The pick of the opposition were Tlic 
Baron, second in the Derby and Grand I’rix de Paris, 
Enterprise, winner of the Two Thousand, and Floren- 
tine. winner of the Middle Park Plate. 

“In 1880 Ayrshire, a Two Thousand and Derby 
hero, having previously won the Royal Stakes— worth 
$7,450 — at Kempton Park, carried off the Eclipse 
by two lengths from El Dorado, with Seclusion third, 
and Seabreeze, Benhurb and Gold unplaced. This 
son of Hampton and Atalauta, though he failed in 
the St. Loger through lack of stamiua. was a very 
good horse, but he would have come off second best 
in the classics of his year had not the flying Friar’s 
Balsam, which lieat hint easily as a two-year-old. 
providentially for the Duke of Portland, suffered 
with serious teeth trouble. 

There was no Eclipse Stakes race in 1890. hut 
Common’s victory, he having just previously wou 
the Two Thousand and Derby, was confidently ex- 
pected in 1891. He finished a good third to Gouver- 
neur. which had been second to him at Epsom, and 
Surefoot, the latler winning the huge stake iu the 
hands of Liddiard. 

“Orme’s dual victory (1892-93) was very popular, 
public sympathy having been aroused by the fact 
that the Kingsclere crack had been unable to take 
part in either the Two Thousand or Derby of his 
year. That Onne would have won both these great 
events in happier circumstances has always been 
the belief of the famous trainer in whose charge he 
was. 

“The second meeting between Isinglass and Ladas, 
the Derby winners of 1893 and 1894. made the Eclipse 
Stakes in the latter year an event of particular inter- 
est. They met at twelve pounds for the year, and, 
as in the Princess of Wales Plate at Newmarket a 
fortnight previously, the lion -hearted son of Isonoray 
and old Deadlock asserted his sui>eriority. The field 
was not up to the usual high standard in 1895, whyji 
Whittier, None the Wiser. Le Var, Solaro and Troon 
were the l*»st we could oppose to the crack French 
three-year old Le Justicier, which accordingly won 
easily by three lengths. 

“St. Frusquin, fresh from his defeat of Persim- 



mon. had only the over-rated Regret, Troon and 
Labrador to beat in 1SJMI. but his great rival. Per- 
simmon. had more formidable opposition, a twelve- 
month later. Velasquez, however, though lie was no 
match for Galtee More in either the Two Thousand 
or the Derby, was a good, honest little horse, and it 
spoke volumes for Persimmon that be was beaten 
by the late King Edward’s great horse without the 
semblanw of au effort. 

“Velasquez was himself victorious in 1898. He 
gave Batt, which had been second to the surprising 
Jeddah in the Derby, eighteen pounds for the year 
between them and beat him easily by three lengths, 
Goletta being third. 

“Flying Fox in 1S99 had nothing better than his 
own stable companion, the mediocre Frontier, to 
dispose of, anil it is needless to say that Orme’s 
wonderful son snuffed out his pretensions, and those 
of Ninus, Golden Bridge and Heir Male in double- 
quick time. 

“Diamond Jubilee also was fortunate in having 
to run against some very poor competitors in 1900, 
and was himself beaten — into fourth place — a year 
later. Epsom Lad. Ian and Disguise were then the 
leading trio, and the Spanisli-Ainerican jockey, Go- 
mez, when his saddle slipped at a critical part of 
the race, gave a remarkable exhibition of skill, re 
source and presence of mind. That was a fast run 
Eclipse Stakes, too, the time for the mile and a 
| quarter lioing 2:08$. 

“Cheers, a pretty good horse that day, starting 
at 20 to 1. won the race in 1902. defeating Rising 
411ass, lto* al Lancer and Fowling-piece in that order, 
and then came Ard Patrick’s memorable battle with 
Sceptre in 1903. On the theory of ‘latest being 
best.’ Rock Sand started favorite, lmt. good horse 
as was that son of tin* UN Derby ViHMT, he was 
no match for such equine gems ‘of purest ray sereue’ 
as Ard Patrick and the flying Sceptre. 

“Parley Dale, which won the Eclipse Stakes of 
1904. was a very poor specimen compared with his 
predecessors. Nevertheless, credit must he given to 
him for his easy defeat of Rydal Head, Henry the 
First and others at Sandown. Cicero, a better-class 
Derby winner than he is generally considered, only 
failed by half a length to give three pounds to the 
brilliant Frenchman. Val d’Or, in 1905. and Llan- 
gibby, which himself won the mammoth stake in 
1900, was then third to them. Lally, a very good 
sort at his best, though he had failed lamentubly in 
Spearmint’s Derby, was good enough to win the 
Eclipse of 1907, defeating Saucy. Bezonian, St. Mar- 
tin, Gingal and others, and J. B. Joel’s colt. Your 
Majesty, preceded his St. Leger victory by winning 
this event in very conclusive fashion. 

“Bayardo set the seal on his fame in the Eclipse 
Stakes two years ago, and the thrilling encounter of 
Lemberg and Neil Gow, which ended in a dead beat, 
was, of course, one of the sensational features of 
last year’s turf campaign. The Manton crack liau- 
dieappod himself to some extent by hanging away 
from the crowd, and, as on one or two other occa- 
sions. it is doubtful if lie. in the vernacular, put it 
all in. Tn this year’s Eclipse he will have another 
opportunity afforded him, but that he lias the mag- 
nificent Swynford again up against him is tanta- 
mount to saying that we are iu for another very 
interesting race.” 

KING S PLATERS AT WORK AT MONTREAL. 



Montreal. Quo.. August 25. — One of the best trials 
of the King's Plate candidates at Blue Bonnets so 
far went to the credit of St. Laurent, from the sta- 
ble of Andrew Shearer. This colt showed plenty of 
speed, having more than his weight up and worked 
six furlongs in 1 :23$. Sans Droit and Larente. the 
two Platers owned by C. S. Campbell, were schooled 
at tin* barrier and given a useful gallop. The two- 
year-old Lord Ladas, owned by I). Raymond, was 
schooled at the barrier and then workinl a quarter 
of a mile. Republican, in the stable of John Hyland, 
is doing well. 

Trainer Matt Feakes gave the horses owned by 
Mrs. L. A. Livingston useful work. Lovotie is im- 
proving each day. Mr. Feakes says that his horses 
never did letter than since coming to Montreal. 

G. R. Tompkins worked his string of jumpers on 
the flat. The work of Jimuiv Lane was impressive. 
Bigot has shown some good work over the jumps. 
Trainer Bulcroft lias a couple of first-class Star 
Shoot two-year olds ownol by N. MacFarlane, which 
are being sent along with regularity. Suulike is the 
better of the two.

New York, August 25.— The sale of S. C. Hil- 
dreth's entire stable of twenty-three horses in 
training, which lias been announced to take place 
at Sheepshead Bay Sept. 7, will Ik* conducted under 
the management of the Powers-Hunter company, 
which has been incorporated by W. L. Powers and 
W. S. Hunter, formerly of the Fasig-Tipton com- 
pany, to continue the business of selling thorough- 
bred liorses by public auction at their paddocks at 
Sheepshead Bay. on the various race courses of New 
York and elsewhere, and at Lexington. Ky. The 
Hildreth horses to be sold include Fit* Herbert, 
Novelty, King James. Firestone. Zeus and other 
racers that have carried the blue an<b white of 
America’s leading stable with distinction. 



Louisville. Ky., August 25. — Many horses aro 
working sharply at Churchill Downs and Douglas 
Park. With the opening of fail racing at Lexington 
less than three weeks away, horsemen realize that 
they have no time to spare iu getting their charges 
in racing condition. 

The fastest work at Churchill Downs yesterday 
was by Round the World, which fleet filly was sent 
six furlongs in l:18f, iu hand all the way. She 
appeared to have all her speed and could apparently 
have run fast had her rider set her down. 

L. P. Doerhoofer’s good mare. Mary Davis, worked 
five furlongs, pulled up, in 1:04s, and that Louis- 
ville turfman’s smart two-year-old colt, Tommie 
Thompson, did three furlongs in 37§.
